Beachboard 
moves to 
new server 


The online learning 
tool crashed in 
January.

Although students and teachers may 
be breathing a tentative sigh of relief 
after Beachboard has been up and run- 
ning for almost an entire week, for ad- 
ministrators, the headache is far from 
over. 

At an Academic Senate meeting 
on Thursday, Cal State Long Beach 
Provost Donald Para addressed what 
caused the untimely and extended 
crash of Beachboard and what is being 
done to ensure that a similar situation 
will not occur again. 

According to Para, technicians for 
Desire2Learn, the company that pro- 
vides Beachboard, decided to undergo 
a major upgrade without a backup sys- 
tem at the beginning of the semester. 

“It went down, ‘it*didn’t work, and 
they had no back-up system,” Para said 
during the meeting. “That’s a lack of 
communication. That’s bad business 
practice, and all of us and our students 
are the ones that suffered as a result. 
That’s what happened, and there is go- 
ing to be an ongoing conversation with 
DIE? 

CSULB was a part of 25 percent of 
Desire2Learn’s clientele that lost ser- 
vice as a result of the mishandled up- 
grades. In order to rectify the situation, 
Desire2Learn has since put CSULB on 
its own server. 

“[D2L is] coming to campus next 
week because we are a big user of theirs 
and they feel really badly about this, to 
say the least,” Para said. “D2L promised 
[to provide] a detailed report as to what 
happened. They promised to include us 
in their future plans and how they plan 
for this to not happen again.” 

The three-year $366,000 contract 
with Desire2Learn expires at the end 
of June, according to Para. The con- 
tract partners Desire2Learn and the 
Cal State University Chancellor’s of- 
fice. Multiple CSU campuses were 
moving to use Desire2Learn as their

An inflatable barn lined with cages 
sat on Cal State Long Beach’s upper 
quad yesterday, filled not with cows, 
horses or donkeys but instead with a 
disturbing presentation. 

Inside the red tent, a graphic video 
of animal cruelty from meat process- 
ing plants played on a loop. 

“(The piglets] were all in one big 
pen, being stabbed with spears,” 
Marissa McIntyre, a communication 
studies major, said. “The-screams of 
terror were really hard to hear.” 

Peta2, a youth division of People 
for Ethical: Treatment of Animals 
(PETA), hosted the “Glass Walls” 
tour, which travels to campuses 
across the country and advocates for 
animal rights, encouraging young 
people to pursue vegetarian and vegan 
lifestyles. 

Peta2’s 


staff and volunteers 


encouraged students to walk 
through the tent from 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m. to learn about the suffering 
that animals can endure before 
they end up in supermarkets. 

In the video playing inside the 
tent, Paul McCartney, the former 
Beatles lead man and activist who 
narrated the video, ended the pre- 
sentation with a quote used in ti- 
tling the event. 

“If slaughterhouses had glass 
walls, everyone would be veg- 
etarian,” McCartney said in the 
video. 

Ken Mortvillee, Peta2’s college 
campaign assistant, said the pro- 
cedures occurring every day in 
slaughterhouses aren’t well known 
to young Americans. 

“(While alive], chicken’s beaks 
are cut off with hot blades, are kept 
in dark, cramped, feces-covered 
sheds and finally hung by their hind 
legs; and their throats are cut while 
still fully conscious,” Mortvillee 
said. 

Mortvillee said that the growing 
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P displays stuffed chickens in a cage to demonstrate the confine- 
ment animals experience in factory farming. 


awareness about animal cruelty has 
had a lasting impression on student’s 
lifestyles.

Elizabeth Ramos’ 
family intends to file 
a Civil lawsuit.

Charges are pending against Ali 
Vahdatiasl, the 78-year-old driver who 
ran a red light and hit Cal State Long 
Beach student Elizabeth Ramos on 
Feb. 4 while she was jogging on Bell- 


flower Boulevard, according to Long 
Beach Police Detective Sirilo Garcia. 

Garcia said Vahdatiasl is facing a 
red light violation and a speeding vio- 
lation. However, Garcia said that he 
is waiting to file the charges on behalf 
of the City of Long Beach because 
Vahdatias! could also be charged with 
vehicular manslaughter if the acci- 
dent proves fatal for Ramos. 

Ramos’ father, Vincent Ramos, 
said that doctors at St. Mary Medical 
Center in Long Beach began to take 
Elizabeth Ramos off of oxygen sup- 
port on Sunday. He also said that she 
is still being sedated due to pain and 


remains unconscious, but her recov- 
ery is going very well. 

It is very unlikely that Vahdatiasl 
would face any jail time if found 
guilty, according to Garcia. 

Vincent Ramos said the family is 
looking to hire a personal injury law- 
yer and plans to file a civil suit against 
Vahdatias] because Elizabeth Ramos 
will likely need continuous medical 
care in the future. 

“These injuries are going to last 
quite a few years, and the insurance 
companies just want to give you a 
lump sum of money and get rid of 
you,” Vincent Ramos said. 
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CSULB students offer free 
tax assistance in CBA 


Students earning less 
than than $51,000 
can qualify.

As the April 15 deadline to file a 
federal tax return approaches, students 
may be surprised to discover that they 
can get their taxes done on campus — 
free of charge. 

Accounting majors are offering 
free assistance to students and mem- 
bers of the community filing income 
tax returns, which is sponsored by the 
Internal Revenue Service’s Volunteer 


Income Tax Assistance (VITA) pro- 
gram and funded by the Cal State Long 
Beach chapter of Beta Alpha Psy, a na- 
tional honorary accounting society, and 
the CSULB Accounting Society. 

Operating out of room 237 in the 
College of Business Administration 
building, this year’s program has about 
54 volunteers from CSULB who have 
been trained and certified by the IRS 
to prepare and e-file basic income tax 
returns and foreign student tax returns. 
VITA members can also answer many 
tax-related questions that students 
might have. 

“lve become more familiar with 
the tax laws and the process,” student 
volunteer and senior accounting major 
Helen Be said. “I’m also learning how 
to better communicate with the people 
who come in and let them know what’s 
going on and how the different laws ap- 


ply to their tax returns.” 

The volunteers providing assis- 
tance will receive school credit as 
part of an internship course and are 
required to give four hours of their 
time per week.

“We do real people’s tax returns, and 
the experience that [the volunteers] gain 
from this program is real,” Paula Alba, 
the student VITA coordinator and a ju- 
nior accounting major, said. “It looks 
really good on their resumes as well.” 


Alba said the program is averaging 
about 10 to 15 returns per day: and is 
on course to surpass the more than 300 
returns prepared in 2012. 

Although the VITA program is 
free, not everyone qualifies to use it. 


- The CSULB program can only assist 


those who made $51,000 or less in 
2012. Moreover, VITA volunteers do 
not prepare business or itemized re- 
turns. 

Those planning on having their re- 
turns prepared through the VITA pro- 
gram should bring proof of identifica- 
tion, a Social Security card, wage and 
earnings statements from all employ- 
ers (W-2, W-2G, 1099-R) and interest 
and dividend statements from banks 
(1099 forms). 

Alba also recommends bringing a 
copy of federal and state returns from 
last year, in addition to account num- 
bers for direct deposit. 

The program will continue at the 
university until April 9. Volunteers will 
prepare returns from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 
Monday through Thursday and 9 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. on Fridays.

how the LAPD is.” 

Living near the border of San Pedro 
and Los Angeles, Martin said that the 
LAPD has unfairly harassed people 
close to her for no reason other than 
their outward appearances. 

Martin said that after her sister 
showed her Dorner’s  11,000-word 
manifesto, she opened up to Dorner’s 
position; however, she said that she dis- 


agrees with his tactics. 

“He could have taken another route,” 
she said. “He could have put in the media.” 

Dorner, a former LAPD officer, is 
suspected in the Feb. 3 homicides of 
Long Beach State basketball player 
Monica Quan and her fiancé . Keith 
Lawrence. Several agencies, including 
the LAPD and the FBI, issued a state- 
wide manhunt for Dorner on Thursday. 

Dorner was dismissed from the 
LAPD in 2009 for supposedly “mak- 
ing false statements about his training 
officer,” according to the Los Angeles 


Times. Quan’s father, retired LAPD - 


Captain Randy Quan, played a role 
in the review process that resulted in 
Dorner’s dismissal. 

Two Riverside police officers, one 
killed and the other injured, were alleg- 
edly shot by Dorner as well as an LAPD 
officer who received a graze wound to 
the head in San Bernardino County on 
Thursday. 

To some, like senior economics ma- 
jor Anthony Perales, the entire situation 
seems surreal. 

“The whole thing feels like a comic 
book; it’s like he sees himself as ‘the 
anti-hero,” Perales said. “It’s really 


never right to take a life. There are cir- 
cumstances where it may be necessary, 


‘like the lesser of two evils, but to go on 


a rampage over getting fired seems re- 
ally extreme.” 

Perales said that the killings take 
away from Dorner’s self-proclaimed 
mission to expose corruption in the 
LAPD. 

“To get revenge by killing the attor- 
ney’s daughter [Quan] is just‘cowardly,” 
Perales said. “It completely takes away 
from whatever point he is trying to 
make. She had nothing to do with it, 
and neither did her fiancé.” 


Senior history major Cynthia Brunt 
said that even after she read the mani- 
festo, she could not see reasoning be- 
hind Dorner’s actions. 

“J read some of [the manifesto],” 
Brunt said. “Even if he had a point, his 
reaction is so disproportionate. His ac- 
tions undermined any credibility that 
he had.” , 

Dorner is said to be armed and dan- 
gerous, and his whereabouts are still 
unknown. 

The LAPD issued a $1 million re- 
ward on Sunday for information lead- 
ing to his arrest and conviction. 
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Calif. Supreme Court to clear the fog on medical pot dispensary ban 


A ruling is expected 
within the next few 
months.

The California Supreme Court is 
looking to bring some clarity to the 
haziness surrounding a city’s right to 
ban medical marijuana dispensaries. 

Cities throughout California have 
started using zoning and public nui- 
sance laws as justification to close dis- 
pensaries. Long Beach banned dispen- 
saries through an ordinance issued in 
January 2011, stating that a permit must 
be acquired in order to open or continue 
running a medical marijuana collective. 

However, it’s unclear if cities can ban 
the controversial establishments under 
California law. The California Supreme 
Court is reviewing a case between the 
City of Riverside and the Inland Empire 
Patient Health and Wellness Center. 
The case will likely clarify whether cit- 
ies have the right to ban medical mari- 
juana dispensaries. 

The court is expected to issue a rul- 
ing within the next few months. 

Medical marijuana was decriminal- 
ized in California with the passage of 
Proposition 215, also known as the 
Compassionate Use Act of 1996. 

According to the California Health 
and Safety Code, the act was passed to 
“ensure that seriously ill Californians 
have the right to obtain and use mari- 


ay

juana for medical purposes where that 
medical use is deemed appropriate and 
has been recommended by a physician 
who has determined that the person’s 
health would benefit from the use of 
marijuana.” 

Cal State Long Beach political sci- 


ence professor Edgar Kaskla said the 
government seems to have precedent 
in banning medical marijuana dispen- 
saries. 

“There are limits in a lot of places, 
like how far a liquor store may be from 
a school or even whether a city zoned 


for pure residential use ‘can forbid a 
business like a car repair shop from 
moving in,” Kaskla said. “Precedent 
seems to hold that, ‘Yes, government 
can do that.’” 

Kaskla said he also believes that if 
the court rules in favor of bans then 


more cities and counties will follow in 
outlawing or limiting dispensaries. 

The possible closing of dispensaries 
may lead to an increase in prices for 
those with medical cards, according 
to economics department chair Wade 
Martin. 4 

“A ban or restriction on availability 
is going to increase the cost to custom- 
er, with the actual price going up and 
travel expenses being larger,’ Martin 
said. 

Martin said he believes that the bans 
could make medical marijuana more 
difficult to acquire, increasing the 
price and putting an additional burden 
on those who need the drug for health 
reasons. 

Lauren Ortega, a senior criminal 
justice major, said she believes the ac- 
tual patients who require the medical 
marijuana seem to be forgotten in the 
proceedings. 

“I don’t think they [dispensaries] 
should be banned for people that actu- 
ally need them,” Ortega said. “They 
should probably put stricter laws re- 
garding who can get.a medical card.” 

Niles Marquez, a senior public rela- 
tions major, said he believes that the 
banning of dispensaries is a way for cit- 
ies to appease the federal government 
and pharmaceutical companies. 

“People use medical marijuana in 
order to avoid using corporate-backed 
pharmaceutical drugs with more side 
effects than you can count with two 
hands,” Marquez said. “Any city that 
doesn’t embrace the medicinal use of 
marijuana is harming its citizens and 
subjecting them to the pharmaceutical 
market.”

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provider, and CSULB was able to get 
the service at a reduced price, accord- 
ing to Para. 

In the contract, it states that Desire- 
2Learn is supposed to provide 99.9 per- 
cent “up-time.” As a result of the recent 
issues, Para said there is no guarantee 
that CSULB will renew its contract. 

Chair of the Academic Senate Daniel 
O’Connor said that a switch to another 
learning management system provider 
would be very time consuming and

“From a completely other angle

O’Connor and Para both assured 


the Academic Senate that students and 
faculty will be the first to know the 
next time there are complications with 
Beachboard in an effort to minimize 
any negative effects on class function- 
ing. 

“When the system begins to slow 
down or shut down, a communication 
will be sent out so that you’re not at 
home at two in the morning wonder- 
ing, ‘Is it my lousy laptop? Is it my Wi- 
Fi? What’s going on here?’” O’Connor 
said. “We are working on developing 
a communication system to let faculty 
know that the system is running low, 
just to save time and effort.” 


Mortvillee said there’s a misconcep- 
tion that vegan food is always expen- 
sive. Rice, beans and vegetables are 
cheaply available, he said, and the price 
of meats are rising, only further en- 
couraging students to make a lifestyle 
change.

‘Dead Space 3’ successfully changes up the format 


The new game is action- 
packed and fun but low on 
legitimate scares.

In 2008, “Dead Space” was released and gave us 
a new way to experience survival horror in a video 
game. The game managed to combine the hugely 
popular “space marine” genre and add an element of 
claustrophobia and fear, which made it one of the scari- 
est games ever released on a next-generation console. 

Five years later, the game has spawned a full-blown 
franchise, and “Dead Space 3” has been released for 
the Xbox 360 and PS3. 

When releasing the third game in a horror franchise, 
the developers have to ask themselves if they can keep 
the game scary even though players have seen every- 
thing before. “Dead Space 3” fails to live up to the 
scares the first two games generated, but despite this, 
it still manages to be satisfying. 

The combat mechanic of severing enemy’s limbs 
rather than focusing on headshots is just as enjoy- 
able as ever. It’s always more interesting when a game 


forces the player to conserve ammo and go for precise 
shots rather than just jumping into battle, guns-blazing 
like in a Halo game. 

However, this game has added human “Unitarian 
soldier” enemies to the game in an attempt to incor- 
perate traditional run-and-gun shooting segments. 
Thankfully, these are few and far between, but when 
they do happen, they seem out of place, making the 
duck-and-cover system seem clunky and not cohesive 
with the rest of the game. 

The storyline is somewhat familiar. Huge alien 
artifacts called “markers” are turning human bodies 
into deformed mutant “necromorphs” that can only be 
killed by completely dismantling them limb by limb. 
Engineer Isaac Clarke is once again the only person 
who can go to the source planet of these monsters and

stop them after a Scientology-like religious cult pur- 
posefully activates them on Earth. 

The storyline isn’t very original in single player, 
but the much-advertised co-op multiplayer adds a new 
character and a level of teamwork that has never been 
seen in a Dead Space game before. Unfortunately, the 
game has no split-screen local multiplayer, something 
that seems like an attempt by the developers to force 
you to buy two copies of the game. 

With both the multiplayer and the various non-play- 
able characters that Clarke interacts with in the game, 
“Dead Space 3” definitely seems more open and less 
deserted than the first two games. 

In the previous games, Clarke would only really in- 
teract with characters through a pane of glass or over 
an intercom. A feeling of bleak loneliness made the 
dark hallways and flickering corridors even more ter- 
rifying to navigate. Knowing you have buddies around 
to help you out when a gnarled undead monster busts 
through the wall in front of you makes the game a little 
less scary. 

It seems as if the developers knew this game couldn’t 
live up to the previous ones in the fear department, so 
they worked on making it something different entirely, 
and that’s where “Dead Space 3” succeeds. It’s inter- 
esting to take the Clarke character out of his helmet, 
take away his map and throw him on an unknown ice 
planet in broad daylight. It may not be as scary; but at 
least it’s different, and the worst thing a sequel can do 
is simply give you more of the same.

The 49ers opened the 
season with a pair of 
wins and one loss at 
the UCLA Tournament.

The Long Beach State softball team 
kicked off its season at UCLA’s Stacy 
Winsberg Memorial Tournament, 
where it sandwiched a loss to No. 17 
Texas A&M with wins over Wright 
State and Cal State Bakersfield. 

The 49ers (2-1) beat Wright State 
7-4 before suffering an 8-0 defeat to 
Texas A&M on Friday at Easton Stadi- 
um. The third and final game resulted 
in a 5-1 LBSU win over Bakersfield on 
Sunday. 

Game one was decided by a seven- 
run third inning that put the 49ers past 
the Raiders (0-5). Starting pitcher Erin 
Jones-Wesley struggled early in the 
first inning after loading the bases on 
two walks and a hit batter. She limited 
the damage to just one run on a bases- 
loaded single, as she retired the side 
with two strikeouts. 

The highlight of the game came in 
the game-deciding third inning, when 
the 49ers piled seven runs on Wright 
State starting pitcher Montana Wear. 
The offensive outburst was the product 
of a six-single rally sparked by a leadoff 
infield single hit by left fielder Brianna 
Stephan. 

The Raider bats were nearly si- 
lent until they attempted a wild in- 
ning of their own in the bottom of 
the seventh. Five consecutive Raiders 
reached base to lead off the inning, 
but after tacking on three runs, relief 
pitcher Amanda Hansen retired the 
side in order and cut Wright State’s 
comeback short. 

Leading the LBSU offense was 
Stephan, who had three hits, and third 
baseman Hannah De Gaetano, who col- 
lected two RBI.

Texas A&M’s offense bruised the 
49er pitching staff, as it tagged Jones- 
Wesley for four earned runs over three 
innings and Hansen for two earned 
runs and four walks over one third of an 
inning. Sophomore California transfer 
Arianna Erceg made her LBSU debut, 
pitching one and one-third innings and 
giving up two earned runs. 

After taking Satutday to rest and re- 
cuperate, The Beach concluded its par- 
ticipation in the UCLA Tournament on 
Sunday with a 5-1 win over Cal State 
Bakersfield. 

Jones-Wesley got the start again for 
the 49ers. She bounced back from her 
loss to Texas A&M and held the Road- 
runners (0-3) hitless through the first 
three innings. 

Bakersfield attacked first, touching 
Jones-Wesley for their sole run on an 
RBI double by designated player Jes- 
sica Castaneda in the fourth inning. 

The ‘Niners responded quickly with 
a big inning in the bottom of the fourth, 
as they scored three runs off four hits, 


which included doubles by De Gaetano 
and catcher Sarah Carrasco. 

Designated player Karli Sandoval 
padded the LBSU lead when she hit a 
two-run home run over the right-center 
wall in the fifth. 

Jones-Wesley picked up the win, im- 
proving her tournament and season re- 
cord to 2-1. Hansen earned her second 
save of the season. 

The leaders of Sunday’s offense 
included Stephan and De Gaetano, 
who each had two hits. Sandoval and 
Carrasco each contributed a pair of 
RBI. 

Leading The Beach in its first week- 
end of the season were Stephan, Sando- 
val and Jones-Wesley. Stephan hit .714 
overall and Sandoval contributed three 
RBI. Jones-Wesley acquired 13 of the 
team’s 23 strikeouts. 

The 49ers will return to the diamond 
on Friday to play Oregon, where they 
will spend the weekend playing five 
games in Las Vegas at the Louisville 
Slugger Desert Classic.
